A garden pool designed for water 
lilies or other aquatic plants can 
easily he built ot concrete by home 
gardeners.

Pool Construction 
Because of the plasticity of con 
crete most any desired shape rnav 
be given to the pool Excavation to

Reports have come to the Farm 
Bureau office at New M adrid that

poison 
bait

grasshoppers have not secured as 
good results from the use of 
the 
bait os expected.

to

recent heavy dews. 
The hoppers 
do not begin feeding as early in 
the morning and neither do they 
ed as heavy under dam p con­ 
ditions. 
Also, the poison applied 
on wet weeds and grass becomes 
more dilute and therefore not as 
effective. 
More dam age to the crops m ay 
also result because fo burning. An 
effort should be m ade to 
spread 
the poison in the middle and not 
on the crop. 
Better results will 
be secured if farm ers will

m ornings when the dew is not so 
heavy.
